Two bills of health for Panaman ports viseed. 

There exists in San Jose, Costa Eica, a case of yellow fever, in the 
person of a physician, who went for treatment to that city from his 
home in the banana district about 45 miles from Limon. 

The governor has sent a medical man to inspect that district, but 
so far he reports nothing suspicious. 

The chief surgeon of the United Fruit Company has directed that 
all sick persons from banana farms and railroad camps in that section 
of the country be sent to the company's hospital at Cartago, 15 miles 
from San Jose, and not to their hospital in Limon as formerly. 
There is no yellow fever in Limon.

Reports from Cienfuegos — Yellow fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Marsillan reports : 

October 3. — One new case of yellow fever in this city ; no deaths. 
Total cases to date, 63; recoveries, 41; deaths to date, 16; under 
treatment, 6. 

October 4. — One new case of yellow fever confirmed to-day; no 
deaths. Total cases to date, 64; recoveries, 41; deaths to date, 16; 
under treatment, 7. 

Reports from Habana — Inspection and fumigation of vessels — Yellow 
fever at Habana and in the Provinces. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Amesse reports, September 30 :

There are at present in this city but 3 cases of yellow fever under 
treatment — one at Las Animas Hospital, one at Covadonga Hospital, 
and the third at Dependientes Hospital. 
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In the interior there were, on September 27, 3 cases at Cienf uegos, 
2 at Santa Clara, and 1 at Jovellanos, making for the current year 89 
cases, with 24 deaths. 

October 3. — Case reported officially as yellow fever September 19 
and since confined in Covadonga Hospital now shown to be typhoid. 
Sanitary department also advises that case at Santa Clara declared 
last week to have originated in Habana now known to have been 
infected in Santa Clara. This reduces number for Habana to 3 cases 
for current year. Two new cases of yellow fever officially reported at 
Palos, Habana Province. 

October 5.— Death at Palos October 3 shown by autopsy to be due 
to yellow fever. 

October 7. — Case yellow fever Dependientes Hospital, resident 
Habana. 

Report from Santiago — Inspection and fumigation of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, September 24 : 
Week ended September 21 : Bills of health were issued to five ves- 
sels bound for the United States. The steamship Vitalia, bound for 
New Orleans in ballast, was partially fumigated. No quarantinable 
disease has been reported.
